Seeds of satisfactory 
quality when harvested often, through 
neglect, 
tire 
worthless 
at 
planting 
time. Cloth bags are the hest con­ 
tainers for large seeds such as peas, 
beans, and corn and for large quanti­ 
ties of small seeds. For smaller lots 
ordinary letter envelopes, either home 
made or purchased, lf gummed 
to 
close completely, are satisfactory. 
Every container should be lidded to 
show th* kind and variety of seed, 
the exact date when harvested, and 
the place whore grown. For the cloth 
bags, In addition to the label on the 
outside, a slip of paper bearing the 
above Information should be inserted 
with the seed. 
Many seeds, especially b^ans, corn, 
and lettuce, arc sub lect to injury by 
a number of inserts, most of which 
may be destroyed by fumigation with 
carbon dlsulphid. This liquid can be 
purchased in tin cans at drug stores. 
Carbon dlsulphid, when exposed to the 
air, as when poured out into a dish. 
produces a foul-smelling gas that Is 
heavier than air. Therefore, in fumi­

Seeds of sa tisfa ctory 
qua lity when ha rvested often, through 
neglect,

time. Cloth ba gs are the best con­ 
ta iners for large seeds such as peas, 
bea ns, and corn and for large quanti- 
tie* of small seeds. For smaller lot« 
ordinary letter envelopes, either home 
ma de 
or purchased, 
if gummed 
to 
close completely , are *atlsfaotory . 
Kvery eontainer should he tabled to 
stoow tha kind and variety of seed, 
the exa ct date whan ha rvested, and 
the pla ce where grown. For the cloth 
bags, In addition to the label on the 
outside, a slip of pa per hearing the 
a bove Information should he inserted 
with the seed. 
Many seeds, especia lly beans, corn, 
and lettuce, are subject to Injury by 
a number of insects, most of which 
may be destroy ed by fumigation with 
carbon diaulpbid. This liquid can be 
purcha sed iu tin ca ns at drug stores 
Carbon dfsulphld, when exposed to the 
air, as when (.toured out into a dish, 
produces a foul-smelling ga s that is 
hea vier than air. Therefore, in fumi­ 
ga ting seeds it Is necessa ry to pla ce 
the liquid in a recepta cle above the 
seeds in order that the ga s formed by 
eva pora tion may sink into them and 
reach every part of the container. A 
I Tight tin pail, box. 
or barrel ma kes

for fumigating 
| seeds. For a tight barrel fu ll of seeds 
! one-half cu pfu l of carb on disu lphid is 
I su fficient.
